We fee in the fevera] Towns very few 
ll, Houfes {cattered among the Ruins of thoufands, which 
w he laid level with their Streets. Great Numbers of 
he Caftles! the Country Seats of Gentlemen then in Bo 
irs ing, Rill ftamding in ruin, habitations for Bars, Daws 
and Owls, withut the leaft Repairs or Succeffjon of 
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other buildings, Nor have the Coun¢ry Churches, 
as tar as my Eye could reach, met with any better 
Treatment from fim, nine in ten of them lying a- 

ng their Grav-s,and God only knows when they 
are to have a Refurreétion. When I paffed from 
Dunda'k where this curfed Ufurper’s handy-work is 
yet vitible, f caft mine Eyes around from the Top of 
a Mourrain, from whenee I had a wide and 2 wafte 
Proipect of feveral venerable Ruins; fe ruck me with 
a Melancholy, not unlike that expreffed’ by Cicere in 
ont of his Letters which being much upon ‘the ‘like 
Prope, and concluding with « very neceflary Re- 
tle€tion on the uncertainty of things in thts World, I 
{hall here infert a tranfiation of what he fays. In 
my Rasurn from Afia, as I Sailed from Agina, towards 
Megara, I bya to sake a profpedt of the feveral Countries 
round about me. Bebind me was Agina: Before me Megera: 
On the right Hand the Pireus: and on the left wes Co- 
rinth: Weich Towns were formerly im 4 mot fleutifping 
Condition; now they lye projirate and in Ruin. 

Thus I began to think with my felf. Shell we whe 
bau: but a trifling Exiftence expre{s any vefemeartnt, when 
one of us either dies 4 natural Death, or 13 Bl4in, whofe 
Lives are meceffarily of @ fhort Durarion, when at one 
uitw I bebeld the Carcafes of [0 many great Cities. What 
if be had feen the Natives of thofe free Republitks, re- 
duced to all the miferable confequences of s conquered 
People, living without the common defences againft 
Hunger amd Cofd, rather appearing like Spe@er$ than 
Men? I am apt, to think that feeing his Fellow-Crea- 
tnres in Ruin like this, it would have pur him paft 
al! patience for Philofophick Reflections. 

As for my own Part, I confefs, that the Sights and 
Occurrences which I had in this my laft Journey, have 
to far cranfported me to a mixture of Rage and Com- 
paffion, that Iam mot able to decide, which has the 
greater Influence uvon my Spirits; For this new 
Cint of arich and flewrifhing Nation, was fri upper- 
molt mmy Thoughts; Every Mile'T cravefled, giving 
x me 
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me fuch ample Demonftrations to the Contrary. For 
this reafon, I have been at the pains to rencer a mo! 
exat and taithtul Account of al) the vifible Sign: of 
Riches, which I met with in fixty Miles riding through 
the moft pubdlick Roads, and the beft part of the King- 
dom. Firt, As to Trade, I met nime Carrs lveden 
with old mufty fhrivei’d Hydes, one Car-Joad of But- 
ter. Four jockeys driving eight Horfes, all out of 
Cafe. One Cow and Cali, driven by a Man and his 
Wife. Six tattered Families eens to be fhipped off 
to the Wejt-Indses. A Colony of a hundred and 
fifty Beggars, al) repairing to people our Metropolis, 
oma by encreafing the number o! Hands, to encreale 
it’s Wealth, upon the old Mexim, that People are the 
Riches of a Nation. And cherelore ten thouland 
Mouths with hardly ten pair of Hands, or any Work 
to employ them, will intallibly make us a rich, and 
Hourifhing People. adly, Traveliers enough, bit 
feven in ten wanting Shirts and Cravats ; nine in ten 
going baretoot, and carrying their Brogues and Stock- 
ens in theis Hands. One Weman in twenty having a 
Pillion, the reft riding bare-becked: Above two hun- 
dred Horiemen, with tour pair of Boots amongf them 
all. Seventeen Saddles of Leather (the :efi being made 
of Straw).and mof of their Garrons only fhod before. 
I went into one of the principa) Farmcr’s Houfe:, out 
of Curiofity,and his whole Furniture confifted of two 
Blocks for Stools, a Berch on each fide the Fire-place 
made of Turf, fix Trenchers, one Bow), a Pot, fix 
Horn-Spoons, three Noggins, three Blankets, one of 
which ferved the Men amd Maid Servant; the other 
the Mafier of the Family, his Wife and five Children. 
A {mall Churn, a wooden Candieftick, 2 brcken Stick 
for a pair of Tongs. In the prblick Towns, one 
third of the Inhabitants walking the Street baretoct, 
Windows half built up with Srane, to fave the ex- 
pence of Glais, the broken Panes up and Cown fup- 
plied by brown Paper, few’ being eble to afford white,
